A simple rule for crullers, or fried 


cakes, calls for n pint of sweet milk, 
two cupfuls of granulated sugar, a 
quarter of n cupful of butter, three 
C"gs, a scant tcnspoonful of salt'and 
throe tcaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Sift the baking powder and salt twice 
with three cupfuls of Hour and rulj 
the butter through the flour. Stir the 
eggs after beating them well into the 
milk. Add the sugar to the flour and 
other ingredients and pour the milk 
over thorn, boating the whole until an 
even batter is formed. Add sifted flour 
enough to make a soft dough. Roll it 
out about half an inch thick, cut it in 
rings, twist nnd fry them in "boiling" 
bot fat.—N. Y. Tribune. •
